INSURANCE ACTS COMMITTEE 


REPORT OF THE MAY MEETING 


A meeting of the Insurance Acts Committee was held at 
the House of the British Medical Association on May 14th, 
with Dr. H. C. Jonas in the chair ; there was almost a 
complete attendance. 

The members stood in silence as a token of regret at the 
passing of Dr. H. J. Cardale, who, the chairman said, 
had served on the committee since 1922 as one of the 
direct representatives of the London Panel Committee, 
and had also held the chairmanship of the Annual Con- 
ference. Dr. Cardale, he added, had carried out a great 
amount of work on the London Panel Committee and on 
the Medical Service Subcommittee of the London Insur- 
ance Committee, work which had been of great value to 
the insurance service generally. The members regretted 
the loss of a friend of long standing. 


TEMPORARY RESIDENTS 


The minutes of a subcommittee which has been con- 
sidering, under the chairmanship of Dr. Jonas, the con- 
valescent home aspect of the temporary resident question, 
and also the question of medical benefit for insured 
members of staffs of local authority institutions were laid 
before the committee. It was reported that as the result 
of a questionary issued to all Panel Committees in Great 
Britain seventy areas had stated that there were no con- 
valescent homes within their boundaries. The memo- 
randum which the committee issued in 1934 pointing out 
that on average the amount paid out of local practitioners’ 
funds in respect of convalescent home residents was 
greater than the amount passed on to those funds from 
the Central Practitioners’ Fund had had the result in only 
a few areas of altering the distribution scheme in this 
respect. Again, in only a few areas the distribution 
schemes appeared to have been amended in accordance 
with the suggestion made in the memorandum that credits 
should only be given for convalescent home tempurary 


residents who received treatment, not including examina- 
tions for any purpose of the home. 

Following on this report the committee agreed to recom- 
mend to the Panel Conference that no distribution scheme 
should contain any provision permitting in respect of the 
treatment of temporary residents a higher payment out of 
the practitioners’ fund for the area than was received by 
that local fund from the central fund. 

The subcommittee also expressed the opinion that the 
practice of claiming temporary resident credits for every 
inmate of a convalescent home by signing the medical 
card on the insured person’s arrival could be prevented 
by the adoption of either a uniform payment for treatment 
given to both ordinary and convalescent home temporary 
residents, provided treatment was given only where neces- 
sary, or of a payment in respect of treatment given to a 
convalescent home temporary resident of a considerably 
smaller amount than that paid for an ordinary temporary 
resident. The subcommittee favoured the second method, 
which was already in operation in a certain limited field, 
provided the recommendation just agreed to became effec- 
tive in all areas. It was pointed out that that recom- 
mendation would not reduce the number of persons 
claimed for as convalescent home temporary residents (the 
cost for whom would be defrayed from the practitioners’ 
pool of their own area), but it would mean that eight 
convalescent home temporary residents would, in terms 
of cash, represent one ordinary temporary resident. 


INSURED MEMBERS OF STAFFS OF LOCAL AUTHORITY 
INSTITUTIONS 


The question which aroused most discussion was on the 
other matter in this subcommittee’s reference—namely, 
the medical benefit of insured members of staffs of local 
authority hospitals and institutions. An endeavour had 
been made to elicit information as to the methods adopted 
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in various areas. It was stated that so far as institutions 
of the London County Council in the county area were 
concerned resident insured employees were encouraged, 
but not compelled, to place their names on the list of 
the principal medical officer of the hospitals division to 
which they were attached. In forty-seven of the areas 
which have replied to the inquiry the resident staffs 
obtain their medical benefit by the method of normal free 
choice ; in two by individual ‘‘ own arrangements ”’ ; in 
eighteen by collective ‘‘ own arrangements ’’ ; and in 
thirty-four by choosing a whole-time salaried medical 
officer of the authority on the medical list for the area, 
or by some variation of that method. In twenty-six other 
areas the staff may obtain their medical benefit by this 
method, but are not specifically required to do so. 

In the course of discussion on this subject the view was 
urged that nobody was satisfied with the prevailing con- 
ditions, neither the patients nor the medical officers them- 
selves. The latter did not receive remuneration. At the 
same time the fact could not be ignored that nurses and 
servants living in hospitals had to be treated by the 
medical staff. It was impracticable for every nurse to call 
in her private doctor to see her. The medical officer who 
did the work should certainly have his name on the list, 
so that there was someone responsible for treatment and 
for making the necessary records and returns, and there 
seemed no equitable reason why the fee should not pass 
either to the doctor or to the institution, by arrangement 
between the staff and the authority. A point to bear in 
mind, of course, was the tendency to get rid of a sick 
member of the staff as soon as possible, as it was necessary 
to have able-bodied people to carry on the work ; with 
the consequence that the sick person was sent home and 
became a temporary resident. 

Dr. Gregg, the representative for London, the area most 
particularly affected, urged that the committee should not 
come to an immediate decision, but in view of the variety 
of interests affected should permit the existing condition 
of things to continue for a further six months, to give 
time for reasonable consideration and decision. The com- 
mittee decided that the matter required further considera- 
tion, and referred it to an enlarged subcommittee. 


INSURANCE PRESCRIBING 


The committee had before it an extract from a special 
report of the staffing, equipment, and pricing bureau 
subcommittee of the Lancashire Insurance Committee on 
the ‘‘ supervision of insurance prescribing.’’ This sug- 
gested that a substantial reduction in the cost of medi- 
cines supplied to insured persons in Lancashire would be 
likely to follow if a careful investigation were made into 
the practices of doctors who had qualified since the war, 
those whose medical lists were rapidly increasing, those 
whose practices were mortgaged, those who had _ partner- 
ship with lists exceeding 2,000, and those who practised 
in the Manchester area. 

The question was asked in the committee whether, if 
prescribing was so very excessive in Lancashire, nothing 
could be done locally to reduce it. The existence of a 
definite body of excessive prescribing located to one area 
conveyed a certain reflection upon the local government 
of the profession. Some discussion took place on special 
conditions prevailing in Lancashire, among them the 
notoriously high bronchitis rate among cotton operatives, 
but again some doubt was thrown upon the supposition 
that the bronchitis explained the steadily increasing cost 
of prescriptions. Ultimately it was agreed to take the 
matter up again locally, pointing out that the machinery 
available was not being used, and then, if the Lancashire 
Insurance Committee still thought that the Insurance 
Acts Committee could help, the matter would be brought 
back. 


MORTGAGING OF MEDICAL PRACTICES 


Dr. Dain, the chairman of the subcommittee which has 
been considering this subject, said that the subcommittee 
had considered one thing only—namely, what was _ best 
to arrange for those cases in which the practitioner 


required to borrow the whole of the money for the ure 


chase of the practice. For people who were better off 
and were able to furnish some of the purchase mon 

themselves another method would probably be recom 
mended, but for the man who had no money the scheme 
which was outlined in full detail in the report of the ‘ui 
committee, a proposal of the United Dominions Trust 
made on the understanding that it would apply only to 
loans negotiated through the British Medical Bureau, was 
in the view of himself and those who had studied the 
question with him, the most economical. The very im. 
portant consideration that the borrower should be left 
with a reasonably sufficient margin for personal and famij 
expenditure after discharging his liabilities in respect ¢f 
repayment and practice expenses had been continuoyg| 
borne in mind. The repayment under the scheme 0- 
posed was carefully graduated, so that it would fall as 
lightly as possible during the earlier years while the 
practitioner was making his way, and it enabled him to 
attend to his personal insurance before he started on any 
real repayment. On the general question, the immediate 
difficulty arising out of a combination which was buying 
practices at fabulous prices had been eased, but he did 
not think that fact should prevent the committee from 
going on with its task and offering to the profession 
generally a very sound method of financing the purchase 
of practices. 

The committee gave general approval to the scheme, 
which was laid in detail before it, and Dr. Dain and Dr, 
Jonas were authorized to conduct the necessary negotia- 
tions for the completion of details. 


SCOTLAND 


Dr. Fraser placed before the committee the minutes of 
the Insurance Acts Subcommittee for Scotland. One 
matter concerned the vaccination of workmen. entering 
the Royal Navy torpedo factory at Greenock. The sub- 
committee had already expressed the opinion that this 
was a service outside the contract, and the Department 
of Health had been asked to make representations on the 
matter to the Admiralty. A letter had now been received 
from the Department, and the subcommittee took the view 
that the interpretation of the letter was such that under 
the circumstances set out a fee could be charged to the 
insured person. It had been resolved to circulate this 
expression of opinion to all Panel Committees in Scotland, 

The secretary to the Edinburgh Crematorium had 
written that cremations were increasingly taking place 
among the insured class of the population, for whom the 
charges had been reduced, but the cost of medical certif- 
cates was said to be a serious item in the funeral expenses 
when cremation was arranged. This body suggested that 
if a lower fee of, say, 7s. 6d. for the completion of the 
required certificate form could be conceded it would be 
greatly appreciated by the relatives of the insured persons 
and would encourage the adoption of cremation. Dr. 
Fraser said that these medical certificates were of great 
importance in connexion with cremation, and while they 
did add a certain expense this was not a serious item, 
and in view of their essential character and the obligations 
involved the subcommittee was not prepared to take aay 
action in the matter. 

A report had been received that the sum to be made 
available to insurance practitioners in 1936 in respect of 
mileage in Scottish rural and semi-rural areas outside the 
Highlands and Islands would be the same as last yeat= 
namely, £42,500. On the subject of medical records no 
disapproval of the questionary for this year’s clinical 
inquiry had been received from any Panel Committee. 
The responsibility of the subcommittee with regard to the 
question of medical records is to be considered at the 
next Scottish Panel Conference. 

The report of the subcommittee was approved. 


MEDICAL SERVICE INQUIRIES AND APPEALS 


It was reported that the question had been raised with 
the Ministry as to the privacy of the hearing of ear 
in medical service cases. The Ministry had replied tha 
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i not be open to the public. e ad- 
roceedings other parties was within the dis- 
pa of the appeal tribunal, but it was not customary 
or tabunal to exclude representatives of a Panel Com- 
aie from an oral hearing, especially in the absence of 
i objection thereto on the part of the respondent ; also 
in the absence of objection a tribunal might not have felt 
it necessary to exclude other spectators, but it must not 
be inferred that appeal hearings were open to the public 
ter of course. 
of the secretary of the Panel Committee in 
the hearing of medical service cases was also discussed. 
It appeared that if such secretary was a solicitor he was 
debarred from assisting in the presentation of the practi- 
tioner’s case at the hearing, but in his capacity as secre- 
tary he was entitled to be present as representing the 
general body of professional opinion. After a short dis- 
cussion the practical outcome seemed to be that, as 
regards assisting the practitioner at a hearing, when the 
secretary of the Panel Committee was a solicitor some 
other member of the committee should act in his place, 
but there was no reason why a solicitor secretary should 
not assist the practitioner previous to the hearing.

OTHER BUSINESS 


The Treasurer (Mr. Bishop Harman) of the National 
Insurance Defence Trust presented the audited balance 
sheet and statement of income and expenditure for the 
year 1935, and also a statement of the financial position 
to date. He drew attention to increased payments in 
connexion with the retirement of aged and infirm prac- 
titioners from the service. 

The agenda of the committee comprised thirty-eight 
items and extended to thirty pages, but much of the 
business was-of the nature of report, and called for no 
action. The committee did not agree with the London 
Local Medical and Panel Committee in a given case that 
attendance at a dental haemorrhage was without the scope 
of the practitioner’s contract. It approved action which 
had been taken in informing the Ministry that an addition 
to the second schedule of the regulations providing for 
an elastic adhesive plaster in combination with medicated 
gauze was acceptable. It decided against a Panel Com- 
mittee which had recommended the inclusion of oro-nasal 
inhalers and eye shades in the second schedule. It re- 
ceived the minutes of the joint committee on the exten- 
sion of medical benefit, and thanked Dr. Dain for his 
chairmanship. 

Some question had been raised at a former meeting as 
to the inadvisability of a man who was suffering from 
certain diseases being visited by an approved society 
sick visitor who was a woman, and the Ministry of Health 
had replied that a society was free to arrange for visita- 
tion by visitors of either sex, and the Department had 
no authority to interfere, but in fact the sick visitors 
employed by approved societies were in general persons 
of experience in nursing or welfare work, and there was 
no reason to think that a suitable discretion would 
not be exercised. The committee decided to let the 
matter drop. 

The committee had before it a request which had been 
sent by an approved society to an insurance practitioner 
for a copy of a new member’s sickness record for the past 
five years, together with an authorization from the in- 
sured person concerned. It was pointed out that these 
records were the property of the Ministry, and that in 
any circumstances the practitioner could not part with 
them, nor with any copy of them, without the Ministry’s 
approval. 

The attention of the committee was drawn by a Panel 
Committee, and by more than one of its own members, to 
the lack of post-graduate facilities for other than strictly 
tural practitioners, and the committee agreed that this 
question should be considered when the possible revision 
of the capitation fee was discussed. 


In spite of its heavy agenda the committee, which 
started at 11.30 a.m., concluded its business by 3.30 p.m,

Library of the British Post-Graduate Medical School 

In para. 68 of the Annual Report of Council published 
in the Supplement of April 25th reference was made to the 
set of the British Medical Journal and its predecessor the 
Provincial Medical and Surgical Journal which has been 
presented to the library of the British Post-Graduate 
Medical School. With the exception of one volume— 
namely, 1860—the set is now complete, but in spite of 
repeated efforts it has not been possible to obtain this 
volume.

It is probable that the volume exists in some 
hospital library where it is no longer required, and the 
authorities of which would doubtless be pleased to present 
the volume to the Association. The Council takes this 
opportunity of acknowledging the courtesy of the House 
Committee of the Taunton and Somerset Hospital and of 
Dr. R. Liddon Meade-King of Taunton in supplying two 
missing volumes—namely, 1862 (i) and 1864 (ii). 


Meetings of Branches and Divisions 


ABERDEEN BRANCH: CITY OF ABERDEEN DIVISION 
A meeting of the City of Aberdeen Division was held at 
Aberdeen on April 23rd, when Dr. H. Ross Sourer was in 
the chair and over sixty members and guests were present. 

Professor T. M. TayLor gave an address on ‘‘ Professional 
Confidence.’’ Discussing the question of disclosing informa- 
tion obtained while acting in a professional capacity, Pro- 
fessor Taylor reminded his audience that a doctor had duties 
as a citizen as well as professional obligations. He discussed 
the inadvisability of professional secrecy being regarded as an 
absolute legal privilege, and gave several convincing reasons 
for this. He pointed out that the modern tendency was to 
free evidence from restriction. A keen discussion followed, 
in which Dr. Ross Souper, Sir ASHLEY W. MackintosH (who 
also expressed much appreciation of the address), Mr. F. K. 
SmitH, Dr. P. Howie, Dr. G. Wiiitamson, Dr. E. R. C. 
Wacker, and Professor L. S. P. Davipson took part. Several 
questions were asked, to which Professor TayLor replied. 

Dr. Wi1LLIAMSON proposed a vote of thanks to Professor 
Taylor for his interesting and instructive address. Members 
of the Division, he said, were exceedingly fortunate in 
having Professor Taylor to speak to them that night, and their 
special thanks were due to him for so readily agreeing to come 
during the first year of his professorship at the University.

Benigna ’’ ; by Lieut.-Colonel L. A. P. ANpEeRson, ‘‘ Some

The statement of accounts, presented by Major Hamitton, 
was unanimously approved, and a vote of thanks was recorded 
Mr. J. B. Mayo for acting as auditor.

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The meeting agreed to certain alterations in the Branch rules, 
and it was decided to hold the next annual general meeting at 
Jorhat. Other matters considered included the rendering of 
free medical assistance to neighbouring tea gardens or groups 
of gardens where, for economic reasons, the services of a 
European medical officer had been dispensed with ; fees for 
medical reports for life insurances; counter-signature of 
vaccination certificates ; and opium consumption. 

Votes of thanks were accorded Lieut.-Colonel Anderson for 
a demonstration at Pasteur Institute ; to Dr. Maplestone for 
coming from the Calcutta School of Tropical Medicine and 
Hygiene and giving an address; to Dr. Nora Proctor-Sims 
for hospitality at the Gonesh Das Women’s Hospital ; and to 
Dr. Fraser for his work in the past year and during the 
annual meeting. 


DERBYSHIRE BRANCH: BUXTON DIVISION 


At a joint meeting of the Buxton Division and the High Peak 
Law Society, held at Buxton on March 26th under the chair- 
manship of Mr. SypNEY Taytor, Dr. F. TeMpLe GREY gave 
a lecture on ‘‘ Medicine and the Law.’’ 

Dr. Grey said that there was sometimes not the same close 
reasoning among doctors as among lawyers. The medical 
student had such an enormous amount of material to get 
through that he had little opportunity to train himself, or 
be trained, in the art of reasoning. Doctors rightly had a 
certain reputation for noticing things, but where they not 
infrequently went astray was in the inferences they drew. 
The whole art of diagnosis began and ended there. The 
lawyer, on the other hand, had his facts, so to speak, pre- 
sented to him, and had more time to think upon them, to say 
nothing of the comparative absence of urgency as compared 
with medical work. Dr. Grey thought that a very useful 
course of instruction either to fifth-year men or to _post- 
graduates would be the Rules of Evidence, so admirable in 
this country. 

Dr. Grey then spoke of witnesses, as to fact and as to 
opinion. The average medical man had a dread of the 
witness-box, he said, and no wonder. If he were called only 
to testify as to the facts he would not mind, but the trouble 
was that even if he were not an expert he might be asked to 
give his opinion. He should be careful not to allow himself 
to be led into matters outside his knowledge, and should not 
hesitate to remind the court that he was not an expert. The 
expert was not necessarily an erudite person ; he might be of 
only average ability, but he must have the knack of inter- 
preting medicine to the courts. No less a person than the 
celebrated John Hunter found himself quite unable to do this. 
Although the lecturer himself had no complaint to make in 
these matters, for he loved the rough-and-tumble of the 
courts, he did feel that methods appropriate enough for 
examining a recalcitrant or untruthful witness were rather 
out of place in examining medical witnesses, who were in his 
experience, except in the rarest cases, only untruthful (in the 
scientific sense) where they were ignorant, and everyone was 
ignorant about something, if not of many things. Dr. Grey 
pleaded, therefore, for a more sympathetic handling of medical 
witnesses by counsel. How would they, he asked, like to 
give an opinion in the witness-box and be jumped on if they 
seemed hesitating in their reply? 

The lecturer thought there was much to be said for the 
French system, where the court told off two experts and, in 
case of disagreement, a third, to advise the court. Consulta- 
tion between the medical men called by (he did not say 
‘““on’’ advisedly) either side would save much litigation. 
Lawyers, unfortunately, had some difficulty in understanding, 
or should he say in believing, that impartiality was what the 
doctor aimed at? Medical advocates had been found, and 
he supposed were to be found, but these had the respect 
neither of the lawyer nor of the doctor. Legal textbooks were 
in general better compilations than medical ones, for the 
lawyer always insisted on chapter and verse for any assertion. 
Would that the doctor did the same. Neither, however, was 
evidence, and if a textbook by a living author was quoted 
against a doctor the author should be called in order that 
he might be cross-examined. 

On the question of so-called medical privilege, Dr. Grey 
reminded his audience of the words of the Hippocratic Oath, 
which required that whatever a medical man saw or heard in 
his practice ‘‘ that ought not to be divulged ’’ should not be 
divulged. The qualification ‘‘ that ought not to be divulged ”’ 
was important, and clearly did not apply to the ruling of 
a judge. If instead of complaining about this doctors lost 
no other opportunity of holding their tongues it would be as 
well. It was required of medical as of other professional men 
that they should not gossip, but when the public interest 
required it—and it was for the judge to decide this—they must 


yield with as good grace as possible. In conclusion, Dr. Grey 


deprecated the tendency to abuse the various aids to gj 
as being inimical to the proper processes of reasonin : 
the doctor at times in a position where he could not lacing

fever with an account of the disease and its related Conditions 
as known to him during the past forty years. Dr. A, y N 
PRINGLE presented the medical officer of health’s point of 
view, while Messrs. R. W. Remp, H. A. H. Harris and 
M. D. Suepparp dealt with surgical risks and the pre. 
cautionary measures to be adopted. Dr. S. G. Corner and 
Mr. G. G. PENMAN spoke on contro] preparatory to Operation 
and on the sequelae of scarlet fever in eye work. Dr, ], 
Mitter Woop described the 1935 outbreak in Chelmsford 
and Dr. J. C. Sreicu the recent arrangements made in the 
area whereby all cases of proved streptococcal infection 
requiring hospital treatment may be admitted to the isolation 
hospital. He also outlined the possible hospital development 
in the area, with a larger isolation hospital having a resident 
medical officer and a visiting staff, a general voluntary 
hospital, and the proposed county hospital.

_ Mr. Fitzwilliams opened by mentioning that he proposed to 
include consideration of the cancer problem in its broader 
aspect. He dealt with the difficulty of defining cancer, and 
said that no better designation was possible than that it was 
a disordered form of life. In connexion with the investigation 
of the aetiology of cancer, Mr. Fitzwilliams expressed his 
dissatisfaction with the monopoly of the resources for research 
by the laboratories, and he outlined a scheme in which practi- 
tioners would co-operate with cancer centres, the expenses of 
which woull be borne by the State. Hospitals devoted 
completely to cancer treatment would be necessary, he con- 
tinued, and in his opinion this scheme would do a great deal 
to throw light upon such factors as immunity, influence of 
age, and the connexion between the rapidly increasing inci- 
dence of cancer and modern civilization. With regard to the 
methods of dealing with the disease, Mr. Fitzwilliams said 
that the knife, radium, and # rays all had their limitations 
as well as their spheres of special usefulness, but all were 
Ineffective once the floating cell stage was reached. Early 


diagnosis was imperative, and education of the public was very 
necessary to assist in this. 

Mr. Fitzwilliams’s lecture was abundantly interspersed 
with personal expetiences, which were most interesting. On 
the motion of Dr. ABRAHAM THomas, seconded by Dr. T. R. 
Davies, a hearty vote of thanks was accorded to him for 
his address.
